MASTODON-Elephant 
of  the  Strawberry  Family 


Mastodon  started  in  Indiana  nine  years  ago  by  a 
man  hy  the  name  of  Vores  crossing  a late  June- 
ripening  variety  or  an  everhearer.  Mr.  Vores 
found  he  had  something  uonderful  and  kept  it  secret 
for  eight  years.  The  secret  finally  leaked  out  when  Mr. 
Vores  gaie  and  sold  some  plants  to  friends  and  the 
wonder  spread  like  wild  fire.  Two  years  ago  we  man- 
aged to  secure  3,000  of  the  plants  direct  from  the  origi- 
nal stock  and  today  we  have  six  acres  of  the  true-to- 
name  stock  in  this  wonderful  variety.  From  these  six 
aeres  we  harvested  some  wonderful  yields  of  berries. 

On  October  26th  and  27th,  the  agricultural  columns 
of  the  Chicago  Tribune  had  two  articles  on  the  Mas- 
todon and  we  are  here  quoting  from  those  columns, 
which  will  give  you  an  idea  of  the  possibilities  of  this 
wonderful  variety. 

“The  Keith  farm,  near  Sawyer,  Mich,,  started  with 
3,000  plants  and  today  the  patch  covers  about  six  acres 
on  moist,  sandy  loam  soil.  Up  to  October  20th  more 
than  600  16-quart  cases,  or  10.000  quarts,  of  straw- 
berries had  been  picked  from  the  patch  this  season. 
Growers  claim  it  is  the  most  productive  and  profitbale 
everbearing  strawberry. 

“From  plants  set  on  the  Keith  farm  last  April,  ripe 
berries  were  picked  on  July  11th,  within  90  days  after 
the  plants  were  put  in  the  ground.  From  the  spring 
set  plants  berries  were  picked  every  three  to  five  days, 
yielding  by  the  first  of  August  about  160  quarts  per 
acre  every  five  days,  and  at  that  time  they  sold  at  30 
cents  a quart.  Despite  dry  w^eather  in  early  fall,  36 
cases  an  acre  were  picked  at  one  picking  during  the 
first  week  in  September.  These  late  picked  berries 
sold  at  .S6  a 16-Quart  case  in  Chicago,  netting  $5.30  a 
case  to  the  grower.  Cold,  cloxidy  weather  brought 
the  pickings  down  to  5 cases  to  the  acre  dur- 
ing the  first  w'eek  in  October. 

“Berries  of  the  Mastodon  family, 
measuring  5 inches  in 
circumference,  were  pro- 
duced this  year  in  the 
Keith  patch.  Nine  of 
them  covered  the  top  of 
a quart  size  berry  box 
and  eighteen  of  them 
filled  the  box  from  side 
to  side  and  bottom  to 
brim.  Three  of  the  ber- 
ries w’eighed  two  ounces 
and  five  placed  end  to  enl 
measured  eight  inches. 

“It  is  on  this  large 
size  and  the  great  pro- 
ductiveness that  make  the 
Mastodon  stand  out  away 
ahead  of  other  everbear-
